At the last session of the Mock 
Parliament the Revolutionary Party 
was returned to power with an over- 
whelming majority over its divided 
opponents. An announcement of the 
constitution of its cabinet, together 
with a manifesto of its aims, made 
its appearance in the public, press yes- 
terday. The earnest voter will do well 
to study this document. The mani- 
festo of the Revolutionary Party as 
made public yesterday is the second 
statement of its kind. It is a distinct 
improvement upon its predecessor. 
The leaders of the Revolutionary 
Party have evidently realised the truth 
of the late prime minister's contention 
that the Mock Parliament is a body 
representing the Dominion rather than 
the university, but at the same time 
they have resolutely maintained their 
position that legislation must be for 
the worker, which is synonymous with 
the college undergraduate. This sec- 
ond manifesto promises no such triv- 
ial and trifling measures as were 
found in the original statement of the 
Party's aims. The Revolutionary 
Government, with a safe working ma- 
jority, has now become more revolu- 
tionary than to concern itself with 
the futile agitation to have crap-shoot- 
ing constituted a major sport. In- 
stead of this the new manifesto is 
concerned with reconstructive jjrob- 
lcms of industrial democracy. The 
new party announces a new era. The 
people arc at last to come into their 
own. Aristocracy and Capitalism are 
to be despoiled in the interest of thé 
working man and of the student. 
- In -another column an article which 
originated at the Government head- 
quarters outlines the plans tor to- 
night's session. The first act of the 
Government will be to- introduce a 
National Welfare Bill, which should 
be studied with care by all who have 
the welfare of the people at heart. 
The taxation of capital is to afford 
a means by which all classes may as- 
sume economic independence ' "new 
and great works"— this is rather 
vague but more will doubtless be 
heard tonight— arc to be undertaken 
to . insure employment for all. At 
the same time the employment of wo- 
men and youths is to he forbidden. 
The tyranny of examinations is to 
be abolished. Free beer is to be 
strongly advocated. 

Such is the policy of the new Gov- 
ernment. That of the opposition is 
not so emphatically defined. In ail 
probability it will fulfil the main func- 
tion of an opposition policy and be 
mainly obstructive in character. The 
more moderate elements — the mem- 
bers of the Progressive and Represen- 
tative parties — have formed a coali- 
tion, and will attempt ■ to secure a 
government defeat on some of the 
more radical measures of die Na- 
tional Welfare Bill. Reports have 
been whispered that the coalition has 
been gaining influence, and it is 
thought likely that the Government 
will find it necessary to overcome stiff 
opposition in order to win a major- 
ity on aU clauses of the new bill.

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WORKING AGAINST TIME. 



Many students have formed the bad habit of studying against 
time. That is, if they arc studying a book they figure on reading 
i so many pages an hour, and no matter how the difficulty of the 
subject matter may vary, they plow straight ahead at the rate of 
speed which they have previously set for themselves. When the 
ambitious student remarks to a class-mate that he has covered so 
many pages of an author in what is a remarkably short time, it seems 
that he has accomplished a great deal of hard work. It is hard 
work, but the question is, what does he know about the book he 
has been reading? If the ideas he has gained from this rapid perusal 
of the book are vague and indistinct, then this method of study is 
unprofitable. It would be better to go slower. Then the student 
' would be sure of knowing some part of his subject thoroughly. 

This gives rise to another question. The term at McGill is 
short, and this means that much work must be done in a short 
time. The idea of some lecturers seems to be to pile an amount of 
work upon their classes that would keep them quite busy during :i 
ten-month term. In certain courses certain ground must be covered 
and the only remedy here is the drastic one of lengthening them by 
a year or more. In some of the courses that are more strictly cul- 
tural it is ridiculous for the lecturer to prescribe an amount of work 
that is next to impossible; for the student to cover in the time at 
his disposal. Why..riot.' cover, less ground, but cover it more thor 
' oughly? After all a college education merely arouses our interest 
in certain subjects and founds a base of knowledge for us to build 
on in future years. If this base is flimsy, the edifice erected on it 
will be flimsy also. 

I As long as we have the lecturer who cannot see beyond the 
bounds of his own tfttlc subject, however important that may be, 
just so long will we have the student who studies against time. Pos 
sibly the idea is to give the studciit~a- lot of work to do in the 
hope that he will pick up a smattering of knowledge. The ideal 
[d he — a thorough study of basic principles that would arouse 
stimulâtes-an interest that "cramming," rather than arousing 
tends to destroy. 

WHAT DOES "MOCK" MEAN? 



The meeting of the Mock Parliament this evening and the 
changes in the questions brought before the house, as compared 
wiph those of former years, might cause a little thought to the 
stuSents interested in the Literary and Debating Society. 

The Parliament was originally, and continued until a few weeks 
ago, to be a place where the students were given an opportunity 
to give their views on questions of national interest. There was 
always plenty of humor and, on one occasion each year, a meeting 
that was given over to the burlesque, but they never lost sight of 
thç main idea of the gatherings. 

There seems to be an idea prevalent among a certain number 
of the students at the present time that the principal function of 
the Mock Parliament is to provide comedy for the tired student, 
this is what is expected of the meetings, it is hardly to be demanded 
: that an organization with a title like that of the Literary and Dc 
bating Society should continue to sponsor the gatherings. 

It is only natural that the meetings should return to their nat 
ural status in the ordinary course of events. Even the most light 
headed student will grow weary of burlesque, while the more sober- 
minded part of the undergraduates who enjoy occasional lapses from 
the ordinary procedure, will not stand for a prolonged change.

The ;:'cc for membership in 
each of the Students' Tour is $675. 

The members of all tour of the Stu- 
dents' Tours will sail from New York 
on July 1st, 1922, on the Cunardcr "Sax- 
onia," a singlc-olass liner ai 14,300 
tjns, which has been especially rcl 
served to handle the movement of the 
International Students' Tours on both 
;he castbound and the rctun voyages. 
She will land the member'-, of the Bri- 
tish tour at Plymouth .those of the 
French and Italian tours at Cherbourg, 
and those o\ the Scandinavian tour at 
Hambourg, lor the return, all four 
of the group's will embark a>; Cherbourg 
on August 2nd, due to arrive in New- 
York on the 1st cii September. 

On shipboard there will lie classes in 
the French and. itlian languages, 
lectures on the history, arts ,achi- 
tccture, culture, and industries of sev- 
eral countries. During trips land, 
lite groups will constantly be under able 
interpretative leadership, and under 'the 
occasional instruction of distinguished 
scholars of the countries visited. Each 
o-f the groups will be accompanied by 
chaperons, proctors, and a trained 
nurse. 

Stuclsnts* Tour Through Great Britain 

The members of the Students' Tour 
o Great Uritain will spend several days 
Loudon, will visit the Universities of 
London, Oxford, Cambridge ,and Edin- 
burgh, the industrial centers of Man- 
chester and Glasgow, and many places 
identified with the joint literary herit- 
age of the English-speaking peoples, 
among them Stratford-on-Avon, Kcnil- 
worth, Melrose and Abbotsu'ord, Loch 
Lomond and the Trossachs, and the 
English Lakes. They will spend three 
days in a coaching-trip through North 
Wales, three more in the Lake District, 
and nearly a week in travelling through 
the fastnesses of the Scotch Highlands. 
They will visit several of the great ca- 
thedral towns, and will cross the Chan- 
nel for brief stays in Brussels, Ant- 
werp and Taris before embarking at 
Cherbourg for the return voyage. 
Students' Tour Through France 
The itinerary of the Students' Tour 
'to France comprehends Franco in its 
most varied geographical and cultural 
aspects: Bordeaux, Marseilles, and 
Lyons, as representative of the com- 
mercial and industrial life of the na- 
tion; the 'university towns of Toulouse, 
Grenoble, Strasbourg; the mediaeval 
chateaux of the Loire; the cathedral 
towns — Rhcims, Amiens, Rouen, Char- 
tres; the north coast of Briuany; the 
Pyrenees the French Alps, the Ri- 
viera; the redeemed provinces of Alsace- 
Lorraine; the battlefields of the great 
War; ami Paris, the epitome of all 
cultures and all epochs of human his- 
tory. 

Students' Tour Through Italy 

The Students' Tour to Italy in 1922 
will be the second of its kind >:o be car- 
ried out under the joint auspices of the 
Italy America Society and the Institute 
of International Education. Represen- 
tatives of forty-four American colleges 
and universities traveled to Italy in 
1921 as members of the first Students' 
Tour, under the dfficia] recognition and 
with the aencrous assistance of the 
Royal Italian Government. 

The itinerary includes many of the 
great cities of ancien and modern Italy 
— Rome, Milan, Genoa, Naples and its 
environs, Pompeii, 'ihc hill town of Pe- 
rugia, Florence, Pisa, Tadua, and Yen- 
ice. It provides for a three-day so- 
journ in the Italian Lakes, and 'for a 
trip through the battlefields in the Do- 
lomites, where the Italian armies per- 
formed their abounding feats of mili- 
tary engineering during the great war. 
It includes the Passion 1'Bay of Obc- 
rammcrgau. and brief visits to Paris, 
Lausanne, Munich, and Lucerne, on the 
way from Cherbourg to the Italian 
h'ronticr or on the return. 
Students' Tour Through Scandinavian 
Countries 

The itinerary of the Students' Tour 
to the Scandinavian Countries provides 
for vista to the three capital cities, Co- 
perohagen. Christiania, and Stockholm, 
to the principal universities ' of the 
North, and to several other 'towns of 
great historical interest or present coin- 
'mercial importance. It includes the 
amazing journey by rail across the Nor- 
wegian plateau from Christiania to 
Bergen, and a ten-day trip through the 
Norse fjords, travelling northwards as 
far as Trondhjcni, sometimes by car- 
riage along countaisn roads, some- 
times by steamer into the heart of the 
mountain country upon narrow waters 
whose rock sides rise sheer from the 
level of the sea. From Trondjhem the 
group travels southward through Swe- 
den, traverses the Swedish Lake Dis- 
trict, and crosses the Baltic to the Con- 
tinent for brief stays in Berlin, Cologne, 
and Paris, before going to Cherbourg 
for the. rotum voyage.

VALUE OF EDUC'N. 
TO THE FARMER 

Data Compiled by Dr. E. B. 
Brossard

Dr. E. B, Brossard. in charge of 
agricultural economics and farm man- 
agement at the Utah Agricultural Col- 
lege, some time ago completed an in- 
vestigation showing the value to the 
farmer of high school and college edu- 
cation. Since 1914 Dr. Brossard has 
been gathering interesting data on the 
profits derived from the farming busi- 
ness in and about Utah. 

Labor incomes from 646 Utah far- 
mers and the amount of schooling 
each had was tabulated in the form 
of a chart. The investigation show- 
ed that nineteen had had no formal 
education, 314 had attended district 
school, 121 had completed the grades 
and 192 had more 'than district school 
education. Of the 192 who had re- 
ceived more than a grade training 130 
had attended high school and sixty- 
two had gone higher. 

The average labor income of the 
nineteen who had no formal education 
was $445; the average of the 314 who 
had attended the district school was 
$395, the average of the 121 who had 
completed district school was $579, 
the average of the 130 who had at- 
tended high school was $805, and the 
average of the sixty-two who had 
■more than high school training was 
$2,770. 

Labor income is defined by Dr. 
Brossard to mean that amount over 
and above interest on the capital in- 
vested in the farm, the costs of oper- 
ating the farm and the family on the 
farm. 

According to Dr. Brossard's report, 
the difference between the income re- 
ceived by the farmer with grade 
school training or less than grade 
school -training lis growing larger 
every year. For instance, the differ- 
ence in the average annual labor in- 
come in the years 1914-1915 was $993. 
That means that the farmer with 
more than the grade school training is 
making, on an average, $993 per year 
more than the farmer with a grade 
school education or less. The inves- 
tigation then puts the proposition in 
a different light. In 1920 U. S. census 
shows the average mortgage rate of 
interest paid by farmers in Utah was 
7.1 per cent. Then by capitalizing this 
increased annual labor income of 
$993 at 7.1 per cent it would amount 
in earning power to a capital of $13, 
986 and as the average farm in the 
state was valued at $12.130, including 
all necessary farm equipment, house, 
etc., the value of an education would 
be equal to an average Utah farm.

Her sal- 
ary on The Tribune was a pound a week, 
and her assignments were concerned 
mainly in the station house and police 
courts. 

When she got her theatrical start she 
relegated her writing to second place, 
andthcrc ih has remained. But, as she 
fla shedhtuohrg vbg vbgvbg gkzgkq 
flashed iihrough the movies, vaudeville 
and tin legitimate, she has never left 
her litarary .ambitions entirely behind 
her. She has written numerous short 
stories— many of them published in The 
Smart Set and Ainslec's— 'and is also the 
author of a number of one act plays. 
Unless she is concealing something how- 
ever, "The White Peacock" is her first 
full-length play.
